Soldiers® Bounties,
Tae action of the Government officials with
reference to the Increased bounties voted to
our soldiers by Congress, at its last sesslon, Is
inexplicable on any other theory than that of
a persistent design to defer their paymeat to
the Iast possible moment. For awhile it was
pretonded that Congress had made no appro-
priation for the payment of these bounties,
and on the strength of this the Democrats
endeavored to manufacture a little political
capital with the soldiers. We have now
before us a Democratic electioneering card,
on which a seldier is represented as present-
ing himsell at a paymaster’s office, und ask-
ing for his bounty, when the reply is mude 1 —
“I am very sorry, but Congress has mude no
appropriation for you!” But this falsifica-
tion of the facts in the case not proving a
profitable political Investment, it i# now ac-
knowledged that Congress duly appropriated
the money for the payment of these bountiss,
ond the excuse for further delay is found in
certain “regulations” made by the Depurtmont
with reference to the presentation of the
claims, These “regulations” are rare speci-
mens of official stupidivy. They provide that
“all applications shall be flled within the
period of six months trom the 1st day of
October, 1866, and, before any payments are
made, shall be classified by regiments, bat-
talions, or other separate organizations:; and
no applications filed after that period shall be
settled until the former shall have been paid,”

This will delay payment for six months
more. What possible necessity is there for
classifying all these applicants by regiments,
ete.? The Department has the official muster-
rolls, and can refer to any soldier’s name at a
glance. Why not pay each man’s claim as he
presenta it? The soldiers need the money
now. The winter is coming on, and many of
them have families to support. Congress
has made the appropriation, and the money is
in the treasury. Why is it not paid to them ¢
There is no sufficient cause or just excuse (or
the delay.

In this connection we might roefer to the
silly invention ot the opposition to the effect
that Congress, al its last session, appropriated
larger bounties to the colored soldiers than to
the white. This lie is paraded in all manner
of shapes. The fucts in the case are well set
forth in a contemporary as follows :—

“Roldiers of 1861 (when all were white) re-
ceived no bounty at nrst, but n 1504 they were
asked to re-eolist, and received :— -

“First, $100 bounty (by subsequent enuct-
raent) for theit three years’ serviee,

“Second. For thelr additional servics they
received $300 bouniy. ana from owies, Slates,
counfiea, and boroughs, sums ranging (rom S300
to $1000, us an extra doucerr, 'hese men served
until the énd of the Rebellion.

SRoldlers of 1802 recelved $100 bounty from
the Government, and, in 4 lew caes, hounty
[rom howme,

“Soldiers of 1863, white and black, received
$100 bounty from the Governmont, and wddi-
tional bouutie.; and

“Boldiecrs of 1864 received 300 bounty from
the Government, and udditionsl bountics,

“Some black soldigrs teceived no bounty what-
wor, particularly those who had been gluves,
The law I8 to correct the negleet of the Govern-
ment, ond to equalize the status of the sowdiers
of 1862 and 1865, and the blacks who received no
bounty. Their right to sueh bounty must be
shown by their discharge papers.”

The True Policy of the Southern States.
A FORKIGNER, looking at the present course
of the Southern States, and having no interest
whatever in the question involved, would
accuse the late Rebel leaders of the utmost
political dotage in pursuing the line of con-
duct to which they have so far adhered. Un-
influenced by any of the exciting discussions
of the hour, he would sce them uas they
really are, and thus seeing would behold a
conquered and prostrate people refusing,
through obstinacy, to surrender a superi.
ority over the conquerors which they held
before the war. He would see a section, deso-
lated by war and Impoverished by vast ex-
penditures, deflantly endeavoring to dictate
terms after it had unconditionally surren-
dered. As it I8 much easier to convince a
man by showing him that it is bis policy to
act in a certain way, than by arguing about
principles, we would merely view the condi-
tion of the South and her prospects in the
light of expediency. Looking at it solely in
that aspect, we have no hesitation lu declaring
that the true policy of the late Rebel States
is to at once adopt the Constitutional amend-
ment.

We do not sesk to deceive when we say
that the sentiment in the Norih, of the vast
mass of the people, is overwhelmingly in favor
of the proposed alteration ol our fundamental
iaw. The unprecedented majority in Maine
is but an index of that sentiment. It is far
more widely spread than is the Republican
party, and has advocates among the ranks of
those who support the conservative ticket.
It is not a matter of opinion, it i a fixed de-
termination, and unless the South will con-
sent to the mild terms it proposes, she will be
excluded from the national councils until
the heavens melt with fervent heat. Kvery
Northern State will ratify its provisions, the
congueror will stand as a solid Macedonlan
phalanx in its defense, and unless the con-
quaned will pass under this wost lenient of
yokes, they will be utterly crushed.

A steanger might suppose, from the bitter-
ness with which they opposed it, that they
would have to undergo some disgraceful hu-
milistion which would be inconsistent with
their manbood and thelr honor, In reality,

they have no such alternative. The accept-
ance of the amendment s no more humlilinting
than is any law proposed by equals for the
government of all. Both North and South
are affected alike by its action, and that in
practice it applies more to the South than to
us s only because by accident a larger num-
ber of negroes reside with them than with us,
The rule appliea to all, and surely what can
be borne by us can also be borne by them,
What is not too degrading for the North is
not too degrading for the South, It does
not compel negro suflrage, it does not grant
the black a single privilege more tham those
bestowed on them by the Legislature of South
Carolina, which adjourned on Saturday.

It only prociaims a general rule changing
the basis of representation, a rale applicable
North and South, East and West, and no
more degrading than a change in the rate of
tariff or a tax on cotton. 'Phat the heavy
tax on cotton fulls principally on the South
does not Imply an insult to that section, and
that a new basis of representation is ordered
does not cause the inference that a stigma
is put on the South because she ia most
affccted. If cotton grew North we would
suffer, and if' the negroes were as numerous
here as there, the same law ol decrease would
affect us as them, There is nothlong in it
insulting or humiliating. It is merely a loss
of power, not of self respect, which keeps back
the South,

Feeling convinced that the South will never
be represented until it does adopt the amend-
ment, we urge as a matter of policy that it im-
mediately act. It will then be at once read-
mitted to Congress. To be sure, it wili lose
some twenly-four members in the House, but
as \he majority in the North is so great that
even with the twenty-four it would atill be
in a minority, we do not sce that their loss
is of vital consequence, especially when we
reflect that the Senate will become the
conservative body. If all the Southern
States were to return and adopt the
amendment, the upper House would then
stand about forty Republican to thirty-four
Conservative, which would prevent (he pas-
sage of a bill over the President’s vato. They
need not extend the right ot suffrage unless
they desire; but even if they did not, their
condltion would be mfln’tely improvad by a
readmission. All the questions would be set-
tled for the present, Commerce would be
once more established. Harmony would pre-
vail. The country would be harmonized, and
the South be allowed to go on in the new way
of prosperity opened to her, Will she aceept
and regain her power, or will she continue
forever an excluded province, hanging, without
influrnce, on the very verge ol the nation ?

The Pittsburg Convention a Great Success,
Toe demonstration of fighting soldiers and
salors at Pittsburg is a magnificent success.
Nothing like it has been witnessed in the
country. 'The contrast between it and the
late Cleveland affuir is most marked and sig-
nificant. This is a convocation of men who
expect no “bread and butter,”” They will
send no congratulatory messages by tele-
graph to the Fort Pillow butcher. They
are men who tought tosave the country from
disruption, and the Government from over-
throw. They seek now to guard the truits of
their costly labors. They speak the senti-
ments and cherish the convietions that really
carried the nation through its great struggle.
A private soldier, a representative of' the
three hundred thousand “brave and true,”
who laid down their lives in the war against
Rebellion, was, appropriately, called upon to
preside over the preliminary proceedings of
the Convention, The proceedings of the
Convention will be watched with Interest,
and cannot iail of baving a marked eflect
upon the country.

The Bayard of Jonrnalism,

Some men, like the unfortunate “Wellington
de Boots,” seem destined to go through life in
constant anticipation of a personal conflict,
Of this class is H. Rives Pollard, ol the Rich-
mord Examiner. That noble knight ol the
quill and bowle-knife has had no less than
seven fights within the past twelve months,
and now it seems a3 though another was to
be added to the long list of tournaments in
which this Bayard of journalism has engaged.
The New York Tribune yesterday gave the
following special ;—

“Wasamgrow, Beptember 28, 1866, —Colonel
John Tyler, son of ex President Tyler, and can:
didate for the Virginia State Sénate aguinst
Kobert Ould;, ex-Kebel Commiss«ioner of Ex-
chauge of Prisoners, pasted posters aboul the
city of Richmond on Saturday afternoon, brand-
ing H. Kives Pollard, editor ot the Richmond
Erominer, 88 8 coward, ete,, and to-night news
15 received here privately that a duel hus been
urranged betweon the parties, The diticult
arises out of a political controveray, the Ezam(-
ner having retorted to Colonel Tyler's curd pub-
lished in the Enguirer, which acoused Pollard
in very uncharitabls terms with being sustained
and supported by certxin Northern eapitulises,™

This aonouncement conveys to us news,
and brings once more before the public “Bob”
‘Tyler. We had thought vhet the “Presideni's
son” was dead, but he suddenly flashes once
more before us in & belligerent character.
The duel, 8o very privately arranged by post-
ing the fact on dead walls, will of course be
prevented, as the combalants probably desire,
Should it occur, and either of the “high con-
tending powers” fall, the world will be relieved
of a pugllist whom social position or ability
bas alone raised from the prize-ring,
